AN ACT concerning 1 

 

Vehicle Laws – Expansion of Ignition Interlock System Program  2 

 

FOR the purpose of expanding participation in the Ignition Interlock System Program 3 

by authorizing certain individuals who have committed a certain  4 

alcohol–related administrative offense to be participants under certain 5 

circumstances; requiring the Motor Vehicle Administration to establish the 6 

Program in accordance with certain statutory provisions; requiring rather than 7 

authorizing the Administration to establish a certain protocol; expanding 8 

participation in the Program by requiring certain individuals to participate in 9 

the Program for certain periods of time and successfully complete the Program 10 

as a condition of modification of a license suspension or revocation and issuance 11 

of a restrictive license; requiring the Administration to impose a certain license 12 

restriction for certain periods of time under certain circumstances; requiring the 13 

Administration to suspend for certain periods of time or revoke the licenses of 14 

certain individuals who refuse to participate in or fail to successfully complete 15 

the Program; providing for reconsideration of entry in the Program under 16 

certain circumstances; requiring the Administration to establish a certain fee; 17 
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requiring individuals in the Program to be monitored by the Administration and 1 

to pay a certain fee under certain circumstances; requiring certain service 2 

providers to demonstrate a certain ability under certain circumstances; 3 

providing that certain Program participation under this Act shall be concurrent 4 

with Program participation under any other provision of the Maryland Vehicle 5 

Law; providing that an individual who is removed from the Program may 6 

reenter the Program under certain circumstances; establishing a criminal 7 

prohibition of a participant in the Program driving a vehicle without an ignition 8 

interlock system; providing for certain penalties; providing for certain 9 

administrative procedures; establishing that certain information provided to the 10 

Administration is sufficient for the Administration to exercise its authority to 11 

allow a participant in the Program to operate a motor vehicle owned or provided 12 

by the person’s employer in the course of employment without an ignition 13 

interlock system under certain circumstances; clarifying language; defining 14 

certain terms; and generally relating to the Ignition Interlock System Program. 15

suspension, send any confiscated driver’s license, copy of the suspension order, and a 32 

sworn statement to the Administration, that states: 33

the test or takes a test that indicates an alcohol concentration of 0.15 or more at the 3 

time of testing is ineligible for modification of a suspension or issuance of a restrictive 4 

license under subsection [(n)(1) or (2)] (O) of this section.

issue a restrictive license if: 7 

 

   (i) The licensee did not refuse to take a test; 8

article during the past 5 years; 12 

 

   (iv) The licensee has a test result indicating an alcohol 13

   (v) 1. The licensee is required to drive a motor vehicle in the 15 

course of employment; 16 

 

    2. The license is required for the purpose of attending an 17 

alcoholic prevention or treatment program; 18 

 

    3. The Administration finds that the licensee has no 19 

alternative means of transportation available to or from the licensee’s place of 20 

employment and, without the license, the licensee’s ability to earn a living would be 21 

severely impaired; or 22 

 

    4. The Administration finds that the license is required 23 

for the purpose of obtaining health care treatment, including a prescription, that is 24 

necessary for the licensee or a member of the licensee’s immediate family and the 25 

licensee and the licensee’s immediate family have no alternative means of 26 

transportation available to obtain the health care treatment. 27 

 

  (2) In addition to the authority to modify a suspension or issue a 28 

restrictive license under paragraph (1) or (4) of this subsection, the Administration 29 

may modify a suspension under this section or issue a restrictive license, including a 30 

restriction that prohibits the licensee from driving or attempting to drive a motor 31 

vehicle unless the licensee is a participant in the Ignition Interlock System Program 32 

established under § 16–404.1 of this title, if: 33 

 

   (i) The licensee did not refuse to take a test; 34 
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   (ii) The licensee has not been convicted under § 21–902 of this 1 

article; 2 

 

   (iii) The licensee has a test result indicating an alcohol 3 

concentration of less than 0.15; and 4 

 

   (iv) The license is required for the purpose of attending: 5 

 

    1. A noncollegiate educational institution as defined in § 6 

2–206(a) of the Education Article; or 7 

 

    2. A regular program at an institution of postsecondary 8 

education. 9 

 

  (3) If the licensee refused to take a test or took a test that indicated an 10 

alcohol concentration of 0.15 or more at the time of testing, the Administration may 11 

not modify a suspension under this section or issue a restrictive license except as 12 

provided under paragraph (4) of this subsection. 13 

 

  (4) (i) In addition to the authority to modify a suspension or issue 14 

a restrictive license under subsection (b)(3)(vii) of this section or paragraph (1) or (2) of 15 

this subsection, the Administration may modify a suspension under this section or 16 

issue a restrictive license to a licensee as provided in this paragraph. 17 

 

   (ii) If the licensee refused to take a test or took a test that 18 

indicated an alcohol concentration of 0.15 or more, the Administration may modify a 19 

suspension under this section or issue a restrictive license if the licensee participates 20 

in the Ignition Interlock System Program for 1 year. 21 

 

  (5) (i) If the Administration modifies a suspension or issues a 22 

restrictive license under subsection (b)(3)(vii) of this section or paragraph (4) of this 23 

subsection and the licensee does not successfully complete the licensee’s required 24 

participation in the Ignition Interlock System Program, the Administration shall 25 

summarily suspend the licensee’s driver’s license or driving privilege for the full period 26 

of suspension specified in this section for the applicable administrative offense. 27 

 

   (ii) The Administration shall notify a licensee of a suspension 28 

under this paragraph. 29 

 

   (iii) A licensee may request an administrative hearing on a 30 

suspension imposed under this paragraph.] 31

ATTENDING AN ALCOHOL PREVENTION OR TREATMENT PROGRAM; 11 

 

   (III) THE LICENSEE HAS NO ALTERNATIVE MEANS OF 12 

TRANSPORTATION AVAILABLE TO OR FROM THE LICENSEE’S PLACE OF 13 

EMPLOYMENT AND, WITHOUT THE LICENSE, THE LICENSEE’S ABILITY TO EARN A 14 

LIVING WOULD BE SEVERELY IMPAIRED;  15 

 

   (IV) THE LICENSE IS REQUIRED FOR THE PURPOSE OF 16 

OBTAINING HEALTH CARE TREATMENT, INCLUDING A PRESCRIPTION, THAT IS 17 

NECESSARY FOR THE LICENSEE OR A MEMBER OF THE LICENSEE’S IMMEDIATE 18 

FAMILY AND THE LICENSEE AND THE LICENSEE’S IMMEDIATE FAMILY HAVE NO 19 

ALTERNATIVE MEANS OF TRANSPORTATION AVAILABLE TO OBTAIN THE HEALTH 20 

CARE TREATMENT; OR 21 

 

   (V) THE LICENSE IS REQUIRED FOR THE PURPOSE OF 22 

ATTENDING A NONCOLLEGIATE EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION AS DEFINED IN §  23 

2–206(A) OF THE EDUCATION ARTICLE OR A REGULAR PROGRAM AT AN 24 

INSTITUTION OF POSTSECONDARY EDUCATION. 25 

 

 (O) (1) THIS SUBSECTION APPLIES ONLY TO A LICENSEE WHO: 26 

 

   (I) REFUSED TO TAKE A TEST; 27 

 

   (II) TOOK A TEST THAT INDICATED AN ALCOHOL 28 

CONCENTRATION OF 0.15 OR MORE AT THE TIME OF TESTING; OR 29 

 

   (III) TOOK A TEST THAT INDICATED AN ALCOHOL 30 

CONCENTRATION OF AT LEAST 0.08 BUT LESS THAN 0.15 AT THE TIME OF 31 

TESTING AND WHO IS INELIGIBLE FOR A MODIFICATION OF A SUSPENSION OR 32 
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ISSUANCE OF A RESTRICTIVE LICENSE UNDER SUBSECTION (N) OF THIS 1

  (4) “Participant” means a participant in the Ignition Interlock System 15 

Program. 16 

 

  (5) “Program” means the Ignition Interlock System Program. 17

  (7) “TEST REFUSAL” MEANS A REFUSAL TO TAKE A TEST TO 20

provider is able to competently service, install, monitor, calibrate, and provide 30

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   (ii) A service provider who applies to the Administration for 1 

certification as an approved service provider shall be certified by a signed affidavit 2 

from the manufacturer that the service provider has been trained by an authorized 3 

manufacturer and that the service provider is competent to service, install, monitor, 4 

calibrate, and provide information on ignition interlock systems; 5 

 

   (iii) Approved service providers be deemed to be authorized 6 

representatives of a manufacturer; and 7 

 

   (iv) Any service of notice upon an approved service provider, who 8 

has violated any laws or regulations or whose ignition interlock system has violated 9 

any laws or regulations, be deemed as service upon the manufacturer who certified the 10 

approved service provider. 11 

 

  [(3)] (C) An individual may be a participant if: 12 

 

   [(i)] (1) The individual’s license is suspended or revoked 13 

UNDER § 16–205 OF THIS TITLE for a violation of § 21–902(a), (b), or (c) of this article 14 

or § 16–404 OF THIS SUBTITLE FOR an accumulation of points under § 16–402(a)(25) 15 

or (34) of this subtitle; 16 

 

   [(ii) The individual is ordered to participate in the Program by a 17 

court under § 27–107 of this article;  18 

 

   (iii)] (2) The individual’s license has an alcohol restriction 19 

imposed under § 16–113(b) or (g) § 16–113(G)(1) of this title; or 20 

 

   [(iv)] (3) The Administration modifies a suspension or issues a 21 

restrictive license to the individual under [§ 16–205.1(b)(3)(vii) or (n)(2) or (4)] §  22 

16–205.1 of this title. 23 

 

 (D) (1) NOTWITHSTANDING SUBSECTION (C) OF THIS SECTION, AN 24

  (4) IF AN INDIVIDUAL IS SUBJECT TO THIS SUBSECTION BASED 23 

ON A PROPOSED LICENSE SUSPENSION UNDER THIS TITLE AND THE INDIVIDUAL 24 

FAILS TO PARTICIPATE IN THE PROGRAM OR DOES NOT SUCCESSFULLY 25 

COMPLETE THE PROGRAM, THE ADMINISTRATION SHALL SUSPEND THE 26 

INDIVIDUAL’S LICENSE FOR 1 YEAR. 27 

 

  (5) NOTWITHSTANDING PARAGRAPH (4) OF THIS SUBSECTION, IF 28 

AN INDIVIDUAL IS SUBJECT TO THIS SUBSECTION BASED ON A PROPOSED 29 

LICENSE REVOCATION UNDER THIS TITLE AND THE INDIVIDUAL FAILS TO 30 

PARTICIPATE IN THE PROGRAM OR DOES NOT SUCCESSFULLY COMPLETE THE 31

  (2) THE ADMINISTRATION MAY RECONSIDER ANY SUSPENSION 5 

OR REVOCATION OF THE DRIVER’S LICENSE OF THE INDIVIDUAL ARISING OUT 6

   (ii) Reinstate the driver’s license of a participant whose license 13 

has been revoked for a violation of § 21–902(a), (b), or (c) of this article or revoked for 14 

an accumulation of points under § 16–402(a)(34) of this subtitle for a violation of §  15 

21–902(a) of this article; and 16 

 

   (iii) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, impose on a 17 

participant a period of suspension in accordance with § 16–404(c)(2) and (3) of this 18 

subtitle in lieu of a license revocation for: 19 

 

    1. A violation of § 21–902(a), (b), or (c) of this article; or 20 

 

    2. An accumulation of points under § 16–402(a)(34) of 21 

this subtitle for a violation of § 21–902(a) of this article. 22 

 

  [(5)] (2) A notice of suspension or revocation sent to an individual 23 

under this title shall include information about the Program and how [the individual 24 

can qualify for admission to] INDIVIDUALS PARTICIPATE IN the Program. 25 

 

  [(6)] (3) The Administration [may] SHALL establish a fee for the 26
